1651 the surgeo n’s pay ro se to 0 shil­ 
lings a day ; in 1655 it was fixed at 5 
shillings, and the eco no mists cut o ff 
o ne o f his mates. 
In 1657 his pay y as. 
again reduced to 4 shillings a day . 
Mo nek co nsidered the sum so insuffi­ 
cient that (in 1658) he o rdered the sur­ 
geo ns to he entered as privates o n the 
master ro ll o f their regiments In o rder 
to give them an additio nal ninepence 
a day .”—Lo ndo n Standard.
